Apart  from  a  mild  epidemic  of  measles  and  the  incidence 
of  a  conaidorable  number  of  cases  of  gastro-onteritis  (  in  oommon 
with  the  surrounding  areas)  during  the  second  quarter  of  the  year 
there  wa3  little  of  an  adverse  nature  affecting  the  Public  Health 
during  1945*  Despite  the  ircporioncos  and  restrictions  of  the  years 
of  war  the  nutrition  of  the  community  showed  no  sign  of  do torior&tion 

During  the  year  there  were  signs  of  development  of 
industry  in  the  area  in  the  direction  of  light  Engineering  Products 
which  is  all  to  the  good  on  taking  into  consideration  the  decline 
in  the  coal  resources  in  your  area. 


The  estimated  population  for  1949  was  2985  a  decline  of 
15  upon  the  previous  year. 

There  were  53  live  births  representing  a  Live  Birth  Rate 
of  1 7 • 7  por  1000  of  population.  2  still  births  occurred,  indicating 
a  still  birth  rate  of  0.67  por  1000  civilian  population.  The  rates 
respectively  for  England  and  Wales  wore  l6,l  and  0.46. 


There  wero  43  deaths  indicating  a  Death  Rato  of  14»4  per 
1000  of  tho  population  against  a  General  Death  Rato  of  11.4  per 
1000  of  population  throughout  England  and  Wales. 


3  children  under  the  age  of  1  year  died,  representing  an 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  56.6  per  1000  live  births  as  against 
46  por  thousand  livo  births  throughout  Enland  and  Wales. 
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It  might  bo  of  interest  to  analyse 
death  during  1945*
